after give the reasons for my faith in 
our present financial system. All I ask 
now is th at you will not disturb it with 
your deficiencies, you will not rob it 
of its safeguards, you will not return 
to the days of wild-cat money, you will 
not lessen the savings of prudent labor 
or the accumulations of the rich. Time 
makes all things even. Let us give to 
the executive authorities ample means 
to meet the appropriations you have 
made, but let us strengthen rather than 
weaken our m onetary system, which 
lies at the foundation of our prosperity 
and progress.” 
Mr. Mills (Dem., Texas) then took the 
floor to reply to Mr. Sherman. He re­ 
pelled the charge th a t the fifty-third 
congress was in any way responsible for 
the present financial crisis. The burden 
belonged to the fifty-first congress, and 
Mr. Sherm an was partly responsible for 
the legislation of that congress. 
The 
Democrats had turned over to the H ar­ 
rison adm inistration in 1889 $230,000,- 
000. How was it, if the claim th at the 
McKinley bill had produced sufficient 
revenue was true, th at in 1893, when the 
Democrats again assumed control, all 
th at surplus was gone, consumed, and 
dissipated? 
Mr. Sherm an’s resolution was tem ­ 
porarily laid aside and that of Mr. E l 
kins (Rep., W. Va.) directing the dis­ 
posal of the bonds by public sale, was 
taken up. Mr. Elkins spoke vigorously 
In its support. 
He reviewed the com­ 
missions paid for floating loans during 
the war, to show the enormous extor­ 
tion of the syndicate who had taken up 
the loans of the present adm inistration. 
Only about $5,500,000 had been paid in 
commission 
on 
loans 
aggregating 
$2,500,000,000 during the war. In other 
words, if reports were to be credited, 
the bond syndicate had made more in 
placing a loan of $62,000,000 than was 
paid for floating the entire w ar debt. 
The war loans were floated among the 
people, as all loans should be. 
It was 
said th at ore banker was to 
obtain 
$1,000,000 commissions for floating the 
contemplated loan of $100,000,000.

Ohio Statesm an Delivers His 
Financial Affairs. 
W ashington, Jan. 4.—In th e senate 
Friday, 
Mr. * M orrill 
(Rep., 
Ver­ 
m ont), chairm an of the finance 
com­ 
m ittee, made a brief but im portant an­ 
nouncem ent. He moved th at when the 
senate adjourn it be until Tuesday next 
and in this connection he said: ‘‘I hope 
th a t by Tuesday, when the senate reas­ 
sembles, the finance com mittee will be 
ready to report on both the tariff and 
bond bills passed by the house.” The 
m otion for an adjournm ent until Tues­ 
day was agreed to. Mr. Squire offered 
a resolution for the negotiation forth­ 
w ith of a conyention between the United 
States and Great B ritain for m aking the 
boundary line between Alaska and B rit­ 
ish North America, and appropriating 
$75,000 for expenses. 
The resolution 
was referred. 
Mr. Butler (Pop., N. C.) asked imme­ 
diate consideration of a bill ‘‘to pro­ 
h ib it 
the 
issue of 
interest-bearing 
bonds.” 
Some objection was made, and 
th e 
m easure was tem porarily w ith­ 
draw n. 
Mr. Sherm an then delivered his long- 
expected speech on financial 
affairs, 
treating in particular of the tariff and 
bond issue. ‘‘The President,” said Mr. 
Sherm an, ‘‘has m istaken the cause of 
our present financial condition in at­ 
trib u tin g it to the demand for gold for 
U nited States notes instead of the de­ 
ficiency of revenue caused by the legis­ 
lation of the last congress. 
He places 
the effect before the cause. He proposes 
as 
a remedy the 
conversion 
of the 
United States notes and treasury notes 
into interest-bearing bonds, thus in­ 
creasing the interest-bearing debt near­ 
ly $500,000,000. 
‘‘W hat other cause can be stated than 
th a t unwise legislation reduced 
our 
revenues below our expenditures, im- j .77_.78 with those ot 1895 asserting th at 
paired confidence in 
our 
ab: I it) 
to 
great losses to the governm ent occurred 
m aintain our currency at par, and com- 1 
pelled the governm ent to sell bonds 
provided for the redem ption of United 
S tates notes in order to meet deficien­ 
cies? W hat other remedy is there for 
our financial difficulties except to bor­ 
row' money on the best term s possible 
to pay current deficiencies and to pro­ 
vide additional 
revenue 
for 
future 
w ants? 
To this extent and for these 
purposes I am willing to support this 
adm inistration however much I may 
disagree with its general policy. 
‘‘Notes once redeemed should only be 
reissued for gold coin, and such reis­ 
sue should be m andatory when coin is 
deposited in the treasury. 
W ith this 
provision of law the scarcity 
of cur­ 
rency w'ould create such a demand for 
it th at gold will be freely deposited in 
exchange for the more portable and 
convenient notes of the United States. 
T he resum ption fund should be seg­ 
regated from all other moneys of the 
United States and paid out only in re­ 
dem ption of United States notes. W ith 
such provisions in the law the resum p­ 
tion fund could not be invaded to meet 
deficiencies 
in the 
revenue. 
They 
should be provided for by 
bonds or 
certificates of indebtedness of small de­ 
nom inations at a low rate of interest, 
which would be readily taken by the 
people through national 
banks, sub­ 
treasuries, and postoffices.” 
In conclusion Senator Sherman said: 
‘‘A careful study of the system of 
banking, currency, and coinage adopted 
by the principal nations of Europe con­ 
vinces me that our system, w?hen cured 
of a few defects, developed by time, 
founded upon the bim etallic coinage of 
gold and silver, m aintained at par with 
each other, with free national banks 
established in every city and town of 
im portance in the United States, issu­ 
ing their notes, secured beyond doubt 
by United States bonds or some equiva­ 
lent security redeemable on demand in 
United States notes, and the fesue of 
an am ount of United States notes and 
treasury notes equal to the amount 
now outstanding, with provision for a 
ratable increase with the increase of 
population, always redeemable in coin, 
supported by an ample reserve of coin 
in the treasury, not to be invaded by 
deficiencies of revenue, and separated 
by the subtreasury system from all con­ 
nection with the receipts and expendi­ 
tures of the governm ent—such a sys­ 
tem would m ake our money current in 
commercial circles in every land and 
clime, better than the best that now' 
exists in Europe, better than ‘.h at of

The senator denounced 
the ‘‘im becility or dishonesty” of the

Mr. Cattery (Dem., La.) sharply re­ 
sponded to Mr. Teller’s assertion th at 
the adm inistration was imbecile or dis­ 
honest.

said he would 
make it “incom petent or dishonest.” 
Mr. Cattery also responded 
to Mr. 
H oar’s criticism s on the decadence of 
Southern integrity. At least, said Mr. 
Cattery, the Southern men did not add 
hypocrisy to their public action in or­ 
der to secure a petty party advantage 
and indirectly to stab the sound-money 
cause they pretended to espouse. 
At 5:15 o’clock Mr. Aldrich rose to 
state that as it was apparent no vote 
could 
be reached tonight, he would 
move an adjournm ent. 
Mr. Elkins demanded a roll-call, and 
there w’as a chorus of seconds to his 
demand. 
On the call the senate voted 
27 to 26 to adjourn.

New York, Jan. 4.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
W eekly Review of Trade says: 
The commercial failures during the 
complete 
year 
1895 num ber 13,197, 
against 13,885 in 1894, but the aggregate 
of liabilities is slightly greater, $173,- 
196,000 against $172,992,856, so that the 
average per failure is $13,124, against 
$12,458 in 1894. 
The bright promise offered by 
a 
large decrease in the first quarter was 
follow'ed by a small increase in the 
second and third quarters and a large 
increase in the last quarter of the year. 
In that quarter also the deferred liabili­ 
ties to each firm in business increased, 
and also the proportion of deferred lia­ 
bilities to paym ents through clearing­ 
houses. 
“Rem arkable contrasts are shown this 
week in prices of m aterials and m anu­ 
factured produces. Compared with Jan. 
1,1895, prices of m anufactured products 
and of m aterials rose for pig iron, 75.1 
per cent a t the highest point, but only 
9.1 at the close, while m anufactures of 
iron rose 53.7 at the highest point and 
23.5 at the close, anthracite coal rising 
15.3, but closing 5.6 per cent lower than 
Jan. I, 1895. Cotton rose 64.7 per cent 
at the highest point and 47.1 per cent 
at the close, but cotton goods only 16.8 
per cent at the highest, and 14.5 
at 
the 
close. 
Hides 
rose 75.5

and

The com 
p arso n s cast much light on the depres­ 
sion and increase in failures during the 
last quarter. 
“Produce 
m arkets 
have been the 
theater of surprising changes, which 
have influenced all business. The acre­ 
age in cotton was wisely restricted, in 
order to give producers a better chance 
for fair returns, and the crop was fur 
ther reduced to some extent by injury, 
but growers were injured still more by 
frantic speculation, which checked ex 
ports, and by false inform ation and ad­ 
vice. 
“W heat 
producers suffered 
in like 
m anner from wild speculation, which 
prevented the exporting of many m il­ 
lion bushels, and false reports, which 
encouraged farm ers to keep back their 
grain until the cream had been taken 
off the m arket by speculators. 
The 
inevitable consequence has been a very 
low range in prices, the 
yield being 
clearly in excess of all demands, while 
A tlantic Exports for the last five weeks, 
flour 
included, 
have been 
9,411,250 
bushels, against 
9,703,673 
last year 
The g reat crop of corn has m aterially 
affected the prices of m eats.” 


Alarms*ag Rumors in Circulation in Lou­ 
don—Emperor William 
Congrat­ 
ulates President 
Kroger on His 
Victory—Uprising 
Predicted 
in 
Johannesburg. 


London . Jan. 4.—The Evening Stand­ 
ard says it is rum ored th a t Dr. Jam eson 
was shot yesterday after a drum head 
court-m artial. 
All kinds of rum ors were current in 
the streets about the stock exchange, 
one being to the effect th a t Dr. Jam eson 
had been tried by court-m artial and 
shot. 
But as the governm ent is in con­ 
trol of the telegraph w ires very little 
news is obtainable. Several firms like 
the Rothschilds have advices from their 
correspondents in South Africa, but 
they refuse to publish them . 
The latest story circulated was th a t 
the second body of men belonging to 
the B ritish C hartered company, num ­ 
bering about 400, which, it was said, 
had started out to re-enforce Dr. Jam e­ 
son’s troopers; had been cut to pieces 
by the Boers. This is the force which 
is supposed to have been advancing 
from Buluwayo. 
It was also rum ored on the stock ex­ 
change and seemingly confirmed by a 
dispatch here th a t there has been an 
uprising in Johannesburg. It was add­ 
ed th at m any persons were killed dur­ 
ing the disturbance. 
Sir Ellis A shm ead-B artlett is quoted 
as saying th a t he has heard th at Ger­ 
man sailors have been landed a t Dela- 
goa bay. 
The Globe this evening says it is be­ 
lieved th at Dr. Jam eson’s officers in­ 
cluded Capt. Charles Bohn Coventry, 
second son of the E arl of Coventry, 
whose eldest son, Viscount D eerhurst, 
m arried Miss V irginia Bonynge of New 
York, and his two brothers, H enry T. 
Coventry and Reginald W. Coventry. 
CapL Coventry is an officer of the 
Bechtianaland police. 
Dr. Jam eson’s 
other officers are said to include Lord 
Annaly, a captain in the Scots guards, 
and Lieut. Douglas H enry M arsham, a 
son of the E arl of Romney, who has 
been serving w ith the Bechuanaland 
police. -

REBELS NEARING HAVANA. 


tfartial Law Proclaimed In Two Prov­ 
inces—Havana in a Panic. 
H avana, Jan. 4.—The authorities con­ 
fess the grave condition of affairs by 
proclaiming m artial law for the prov- 
nces of H avana and Pinar dei Mo. 
Maximo Gomez h as declared his pur­ 
pose to penetrate into the province of 
Pinar del Rio. 
Although his forces have not reached 
‘.he borders of th at province, the action 
pf the authorities is understood to indi­ 
cate that they have no hopes of pre­ 
renting him from carrying out his 
threat. 
The insurgents are apparently m ak­ 
ing a sw ift advance directly upon this 
city. 
The advance guard of their cav­ 
alry under Gen. Lacret was, at latent 
accounts, a t Tapaste, which is only 
eighteen miles from Quanabacoa, the 
latter being a suburb of Havana, five 
miles from the city, where a bathing 
beach frequented by the citizens of Ha^ 
vana is located. 
So far as is known, Gomez is still 
operating in the* region about Guinea, 
with a large force of insurgents, and 
nothing has been learned of the move­ 
m ents of th at wing of the insurgent 
arm y 
th at indicates an 
im m ediate 
movement to co-operate with B andera 
in a direct attack upon Havana. 
It is 
believed th at Bandera is simply plan­ 
ning a dem onstration against the cap­ 
ital to divert attention from Gomez 
and the southern wing, whine th at gen­ 
eral completes the work of destruction 
in the cane fields of H avana province 
or makes a dash into Pinar del Rio. 
This city is in a state of panic.

Geu. Doff?eld Presents the Report—No

W ashington, Jan. 4.—General Duf- 
field, the chief of the coast and geo­ 
detic survey, yesterday presented to 
the secretary of state the joint report 
upon the Alaskan boundary which was 
agreed upon by him and the Canadian 
representative, 
Mr. 
King, 
at 
their 
m eeting at Albany this week. The re­ 
port probably will not be made public 
until it is transm itted to congress, but 
it shows a practical agreem ent be­ 
tween the surveys of the two govern­ 
m ents and may have the effect of par­ 
tially quieting the apprehensions of 
trouble over the boundary. 
In view of 
the results of the tw'o surveys General 
Duffield does not hesitate to express 
the opinion th at there can be no sen 
ous dispute between the United States 
and Canada over the boundary. 
He 
is confident that the British can find 
no grounds upon which to base a claim 
to the gold fields of the Yukon riVvT. 


German Em peror’s Dispatch to President 
K ruger Is Condemned. 
London, Jan. 4.—The colonial office 
rem ained open until 2:30 o’clock this 
morning. 
Many officials were there, 
but no further news from Transvaal 
was received. 
Em peror W illiam ’s dispatch to Presi­ 
dent K ruger is denounced with th e ut­ 
most severity in the editorials In Eng­ 
lish newspapers. The Tim es says: “It 
is grave and distinctly unfriendly, and 
being compiled after conference with 
Chancellor von Hohenlohe and the for­ 
eign naval secretaries im parts to it the 
im portance of a state act.” 
The article proceeds to argue th a t 
Germany has no ground to contend 
th a t any doubt exists as to E ngland’s 
right of suzerainty over the Transvaal, 
and says: “ Is our Berlin correspond­ 
ent indeed right when he confesses th at 
he is driven to the conclusion th a t Ger­ 
many has gladly seized this opportu­ 
nity to hum iliate England?” 
The Post says: 
“It is evident that 
the Em peror considers war with E ng­ 
land som ething to be prepared for. We 
cannot hide from ourselves th a t Eng­ 
land stands alone. 
The proper reply 
to the Em peror’s telegram is the recall 
of the M editerranean squadron to join 
the channel squadron.” 
The Standard 
sim ilarly gives Ger­ 
many to understand th at England will 
brook no interference between herself 
and the Transvaal. 
The Daily News, the Liberal organ, 
on the contrary, says: “There is noth­ 
ing hostile in the 
Em peror’s words. 
They are a w arning which is sorely 
needed in some quarters th a t the en­ 
couragem ent of filibusters is playing 
with edged tools. England has no right 
to interfere w ith the internal affairs 
of Transvaal.” 


MET A TERRIBLE DEATH. 


Secret Service Officer Killed fey Indian* 
Counterfeiter*. 
Rushville, Ind., Jan. 4.—The 
cabin 
abandoned two weeks ago by the Carson 
gang of counterfeiters, 
seven 
miles 
south of this city, burned Thursday 
night. The unrecognizable rem ains of 
a man were found in the cellar. 
No 
one is m issing from this neighborhood 
and the officials find it impossible to 
identify the victim. The general sur­ 
mise is that the man w’as a secret ser­ 
vice detective who had got in with the 
Carsons for the purpose of securing 
evidence. They were aware of who the 
man was and took him to their cabin. 
Once inside the three brothers are sup­ 
posed to have overpowered the detect­ 
ive, placed the handcuffs on his hands, 
and then throw ing him into the cellar 
the cabin was fired and the man left 
to a death of horrible torture. 
Sheriff 
Wilson says he will spire no means to 
apprehend the Carson#, as he thinks 
they committed the murder.

London Editor Vins Im portant Hi*patches 
from the Transvaal. 
London, Jan. 4.—E ditor Hess of the 
South Africa Critic says he has a cable 
dispatch referring to the recent events 
at Johannesburg, sent since Dr. Jam e­ 
son’s defeat and of such a grave na­ 
ture th at he declines to publish it un­ 
til confirmed from other sources. 
Hess has had a long experience in 
the Transvaal and his previous news 
regarding the present crisis 
in 
af­ 
fairs there has all been accurate. 
In 
the course of an interview he was quot­ 
ed as saying: 
“If Johannesburg 
is 
the same town I knew the city has risen 
and has either succeeded or failed in 
an attem pt to liberate Dr. Jameson. 
am satisfied th a t all the 
foreigners 
there, including the Americans, would 
help the English. 
There are practi 
cally no Boers a t Johannesburg except 
the armed burghers who are parading 
the streets.” Beyond this Mr. Hess de 
dined to talk but it w'as inferred from 
his m anner th a t he had word of a rising 
at Johannesburg.

T be Supreme Court Has Passed on 
tbe Point and Says the Supervision 
Can Take 
Such 
Steps—Some 
Officers 
Wanted a Test 
Case 
Tried. 


Tbe new resolution of the county 
board, by which the fees cf officers 
and magistrates for the arrest and 
prosecution of tramps, etc., has caused 
a good deal of discussion among the 
persons interested, and it has been 
said that officers in the southern part 
of the county have been planning to 
bring suit to see if 
the resolution 
passed 
by the 
supervisors would 
"hold water.” 
The edict was issued 
for the purpose of 
protecting the 
county against a possible imposition 
in such prosecutions, and was passed 
in accordance with chapter 250 of the 
laws of 1895, in which act the legis­ 
lature authorized the county board to 
fix the fees of magistrates and peace 
officers for services performed in such 
prosecutions. 
By its provisions the 
f e e s in the cases covered by it, were 
reduced about one-half. 
Many ques­ 
tioned the legality of the act, but all 
this has been set at rest. 
Teat In Outagsmle Count J. 
In 1887 the legislature passed a law 
with provisions similar to those of 
chapter 250 of the laws of 1895, re- 
gardihg prosecutions of tramps and 
authorizing the county boards of the 
several counties to fix the fees of mag­ 
istrates and peace officers in such pros­ 
ecutions. 
In accordance with such 
law the county board of supervisors 
of Outagamie county, pasted a reso­ 
lution, in and by which they provided 
"That hereafter no sum exceeding 
two dollars in case of arrest or con­ 
viction or acquittal 
of tramps will 
be allowed.” 
After the passage of this resolution, 
a justice of the 
peace of Outagamie 
county presented a bill to the county 
board of that county for his fees in 
certain prosecutions mentioned in tbe 
resolution referred to. 
His fees in 
those cases amounted to $3.08. 
Supreme Court’s Ruling. 
The board refused to allow the biUs 
as presented, but allowed the justice 
92.00 in each case, the amount fixed 
by the resolution. 
From this decision 
of the county board, the question was 
appealed to the circuit court and from 
the circuit court to tbe supreme court, 
in both of which courts the decision 
of the county board was sustained. 
The 
supreme court held that the 
legislature had the right to delegate 
to the county board tbe right to fix 
the fees in such prosecutions; that the 
law authorizing the county board to 
fix tbe fees was constitutional, and 
that in passing the resolution referred 
to, the board had effectually exer­ 
cised the authority granted to it by the 
legislature. 
This decision seems to settle the 
whole matter, and a6 one officer ex­ 
pressed it ' the cut rates go.”

Physicians Who 
Utilized 
the 
New 
Remedy and Those Who Did Not 
—The Cases of Contagion Handled 
in the Past Year—Diphtheria Most 
Prevalent. 


The report of Health Officer James 
Gibson covering that part of the year 
1S95 since the first of April has been 
made out. 
It says that the city as a 
whole has been in a healthy condition. 
The most prevalent disease has been 
diphtheria. 
From April I to Jan I 
there have been fifty-five cases of con­ 
tagious diseases, seventeen of which 
were scarlet fever end thirty-eight 
diphtheria. 
Of the scarlet fever vic­ 
tims twelve were male and five fem a1.* 
while 
of the 
diphtheria 
patients 
sixteen were male and twenty-two 
female. 
None of the 
scarlet fever 
cases were fatal, but the diphtheria 
caused five deaths. 
In most of the 
thirty-eight diphtheria cases, 
anti­ 
toxine has been used and that it is a 
good remedy there is little doubt in 
the minds of the majority of local 
physicians. 
What the Remedy Did. 
Anti-toxine was used in three of the 
five fatal cases, but in most of tbe 
thirty-eight cases it was used, aud 
with excellent effect. 
The physicians 
who used the anti-toxine are Drs.R. W. 
Edden, Q. O. Sutherland, James Mills, 
J. F. Pember and E. H. Dudley, while 
those who have had severe cases aud 
who have been successful without its 
use, were Dre. J. B. Whiting, Jr.,E. F. 
Woods, W. B. Metcalf, E. E. Loomis, 
George G. and George W. Chittenden 
and Charles L. Clark. The city is now 
free from diphtheria, with the excep­ 
tion ol the Seaverns family on Linn 
street, where the case is a mild one. 
'’There has not been as much diph­ 
theria in town in a number of years” 
scud Health Officer Gibson. 
"This 
has not only be^n true of Janesville 
but of the surrounding cities as well. 
There seems to have been a general 
epidemic throughout the country.”
